Foreign Minister V. M. Molotov 


told the Rules committee that the 
proposal 
was 
objectionable 
be- 


cause It was "calculated to upset 
the 
decision of the council of 


fosrelgn ministers and replace it 
with a new one." 


The council had decided to make 


a two thirds majority necessary 
for action in the peace conference. 
Small nations, paced by Australia, 
sought simple majority rule. 
The 


British then proposed to let the 
conference speak for Itself, with 
two-thirds votes to be regarded as 
"a firm recommendation" and sim- 
ple majorities to carry less weight 
with the foreign ministers coun- 
cil, which will have fnial veto power, 
over peace conference actions. 


The United States, through Sec- 


retary of State Byrnes, joined Chi- 
na, Canada and Norwway today In 
supporting the British compromise. 


Molotov's rejection of the plan 


followed a similar stand by Whit* 
Russisa. 
Secretary of State Byrnes, talc- 


ing the floor In the rules commit- 
tee after a long wrangle in which 
representatives 
of the 
smaller 


powers argued for a rule to per- 
mit recommendations by a simple 
mjaority, aald he had decided It 
•wits "tho practie?.*ittUn$T to do," 
to support the British suggestion. 
' Byrnes promised to support in 
the Foreign Ministers Council any 
decision voted by two-thirds of 
the 
conference, 
even, though 
he 


had voted the otehr -way in the 
conferncp. 
He said there were 26 questions 


on which the council was not In 
agreement—"Some of them very 
Important—and 
on which mem- 


bers of tho council were not bound 
to vote together In the conference. 


I/st Conference \Vork. 
If tha other members of the 


conference would make tho some 
offer that ho had, Byrnes said, 
"It will be the conference rather 
than the foreign ministers council 
Which will write the treaties" on 
questions on which the council is 
not In agreement. 
He thus sought to answer the 


argument of the smaller powers 
that as long as the four principal 
powers vote together there is little 
or no possibility of obtaining a 
two-thirds vot« in the conference 
against any decision of the coun- 
cil.It wa* 
understood that 
the 
French 
and 
British 
delegations 


were ready to go along with the 
United States In pledging support 
to the conference's two-thirds ma- 
jolrty votes in the council.

British government sources said 
Prime Minister Attlee would ask 
his ministers to submit the Pales- 
tine problem to the United Nations 
if President Truman also rejects 
the semi-partition plan. 


A Jewish Agency executive com- 


mittee Issued In Paris said the 
group "regards the British propos- 
als, based on the report of the' 
committee of six and aa announced ! 
by Mr. Morrison in the House of 
Commons, as unacceptable as a ba- 
sis for discussion." 


Division Is Proposed. 


Herbert Morrison, lord president 


of tho council, announced last week 
that the British government had 
accepted as a basis for negotiations 
the cabinet'committee proposals to 
divide Palestine Into four 
prov-1 


inces—one Arab, one Jewish and 
two central government cones—as 
a basis for negotiation. 


Th? Jewish Agency, leading Zion- 


ist organization long recognized by 
the British as representative of 
Jews In Palestine, met especially 
to consider the plan. 


Arab spokesmen also have de- 


nounced the proposal but the Arab 
League has not taken official ac- 
tion. 


Cabinet Meeting Planned. 


A British government spokesman 


said Attlee would ask his cabinet 
Wednesday whether to submit the 
Palestine problem to the United 
Nations, but In any event would re- 
fer the question to that body only 
if President Truman turned down 
the partition 
proposal.
